THE BOGGLED "WAR TAX" 


(Evening Wisconsin.) 


The National Republican Congres- 


sional Committee, which has con- 
cluded a study of the Democratic 
war revenue tax, asserts that it dis^ 
regards the mose elementary princi- 
ples of law-making. 
The commit- 


tee aserts that in drafting of any 
special tax measure where the ap- 
proximate deficit to be met is known, 
there are four simple requirements 
,hat are obvious: 


It should be determined where the 


burden of the tax should fall. 


Based on accurate estimates, the 


law should produce the amount of 
revenue needed. 


The law should be phrased in 


clear, unmistakable terms, admitting 
of but one construction that will in- 
sure a minimum cost of administra- 
tion, prevent confusion, and avoid 
useless., expensive litigation. 


Timely, adequate provision should 


be_inade for revenue stamps, blank 
returns instructions, and all other 
numerous details entering into the 
enforcement of such a law. 


The measure under review fails on 


every one of these counts. In respect 
to the first essential, that of deter- 
mining where the burden of the tax 
shall fall, the committee points out 
that the Democrats floundered re- 
peatedly. 
They first announced the 


plan of increasing the income tax, 
and abandoned it on discovering that 
financial returns would be delayed 
for months under that method. Then 
they turned to a plan of taxing 
freight receipts. This was discard- 
ed with asloiiishing celerity. Politi- 
cal pressure was too great. After 
other ineffectual attempts the Span- 
ish war stamp tax was adopted as a 
basis, giving the country a "war tax'" 
in time of peace. In the second, the 
Democratic estimates were inaecw- 
rate. Had they been based on fact-, 
instead of guess work, the country 
would not now have the treasury de- 
lie it as a constant reminder of Dem- 
ocratic extravagance and inefficien- 
cy. 
The third, essential was disre- 


garded. 
There are conflicting pro- 


visions in the "war tax" as to when 
it" shall take effect.

Among Babies, Especially in 


England, Records Show. 


DYING BY THE 
HUNDREDS 


Within Four Months in Great Lon- 


don Alone 6,631 Children Un- 


der 10 Years Expired. 


BY WILBUR S. FORREST. 


London, June 21 (By Mail to New 


York)—The war is killing thousand! 
of babies in England. 


In London alone, according to re- 


turns furnished the Kegistrar-Gen- 
cral, infants are dying by hundreds 
In 95 other large cities in England 
and Wales, statistics just 
received 


show that the present infant mortal 
ity is the greatest in history and in- 
directly due to the war. 


Children in Greater London have 


been dying at the rate of 200 a week 
for the past thirteen weeks excess of 
the mortality rate for the corres- 
ponding period in 1914. 


The situation is directly traceable 


to the scarcity of physicians, thous- 
ands of whom are serving the coun- 
try, according to health officials in 
London today. Those doctors who 
remain in London and other British 
cities are worked to the limit of en- 
durance. 
They have time only to 


give slight attention to 
patients. 


Nurses available for civilian 
duty 


are at a premium. Practically all of 
them are caring for the wounded 
soldiers. 


A virulent outbreak of measles 


among London children is still in 
force, hundreds having died from 
this cause alone. Other child mala- 
dies, not dangerous in normal times, 
have exacted a great toll among 
children under ten years of age 
whose resistance is less than older 
children. 


Another cause of child mortality, 


for which the war is indirectly re- 
sponsible is the great increase in the 
industrial employment of 
married 


•women and the lack of agencies for 
care of children during the absence 
of mothers from home. Day nurser- 
ies, that existed before the war 
practically have all been converted 
into institutions for the care of the 
wounded. These institutions pre- 
viously safeguarded and fed the in- 
fants of working mothers for two 
cents a day. 


Within the past four months in 


Greater London alone, 6,631 children 
under the age of ten years have died. 


Many prominent 
English 
social 


workers have taken cognizance of 
the infant mortality situation and 
in addition to private efforts to re- 
lieve the situation, are appealing to 
the London county council and the 
gQvernment. 


Mrs. H. B. Irving, wife of the fa- 


mous actor, is one of those who is 
making a study of conditions. She 
is prominently connected with the 
schools for mothers movement, and 
lias become recognized as one of the 
first authorities in England upon all 
that concerns child life and mother- 
hood. 


Not only is the war killing children 


but it is also responsible 
for an 


alarming death rate among persons 
past middle age, according to health 
statistics today. War worries that 
sap vitality and break down physi- 
cal resistance to disease Ijave cans- 
id thousands of elders to give up to 


maladies that invariably mean death. 
, Mortality figures for aged persons 
who have sons on the firing line or 
the worry about Zeppelins show thai 
war's toll is not only taken by bul- 
lets and shells. 


Speaking of the general situation 


a well known student of London's 
health said today: 


"It is not exactly a cheerful sub- 


ject, but it is one which must b'e 
faced with cheerfulness. _ It is quite 
natural that, in the midst of .a war 
of such magnitude, we should, to 
some extent, lose sight of- the healtl 
of the civilian population; so much 
is pushed aside by military necessity. 
But, after all, it is the civilian popu- 
lation who carry on peace pursuits 
upon which the machinery of war- 
fare depends. It is a military ne- 
cessity for every man and woman to 
keep fit, to watch over the guard 
temperamental weaknesses, to keep 
healthy and strong. 


"The business of all of us now is 


to strike to keep fit, to drive worrj 
to the dogs, and preserve a cheerful 
countenance 
even, when Zeppelin 


raids on London are talked about, or 
actually come about.
